Maj. C. F. Ruth, brigade sur­ 
geon, a professor in a medical col­ 
lege at Keokuk, la., resigned from 
the army, alleging illness, that he 
might tell the truth about Camp 
Thomas, 
without 
fear of court- 
martial. 
He sent a lengthy report to his 
governor, in which he says that the 
hospital was equipped for loo pa­ 
tients, and handled 300 regularly. 
Patients were supposed to remain 
there only five days, then to be re­ 
moved to the general hospital, but 
many stayed there as long as four 
weeks, as there was no room for 
them in the general hospital. 
In 
two months 1,200 passed through 
Dr. R u th ’s hospital. 
“ One day,” said he, “ I had to 
bathe 150 typhoid patients in two 
vessels. 
One of them I found un­ 
conscious and not able to beat off 
the flies that swamred over him. 
He had been left lying in filth so 
long that maggots swarmed in his 
bed 
and under him. 
The nurse 
who volunteered to clean him was 
busy half a day at the work, and 
ten days later was himself in the 
same ward, with typhoid fever. 
“ Official reports were false. 
It 
was reported one day that there 
were 50 cases of typhoid fever in 
the 
entire 
camp, 
whereas there 
were 90 cases in one hospital alone, 
and in my hospital there were 40 
the next morning.” 
He says that Surgeon General 
Sternberg issued a circular, advis­ 
ing health rules that it was impos­ 
sible to carry out.

THE FORT OF TO-DAY. 


The Mo dern Emplacement Superio r to 
That o f Years A^o 


The modern ly pe of fortiiieations 
contrasts strikingly with tlie massive 
old stone works, excellent specimens 
of wliicli are Furtress l\Ionroe 
and 
Fort Wadsworth. To the ey e of a nov­ 
ice Fortress a l 011 roe, the largest of its 
ty pe in tlie country , is seemingly im ­ 
pregnable; up to the close of the civil 
war it coiiki l)c defended against a 
fleet or army of any size, l)ut as small 
a gun as the eight-inch rifle could lay 
it in ruins in a very short time. The 
old m<^thod of foiiifving has been re- 
placed 'by the emplacemeni sy stem of 
earth, stone and concrete, except at 
points wliere tlie topography of the 
coast line permits the use of natural 
formation. 
This is the case at P ort­ 
land, ]\Ie., where the rocky cliff has 
been utilized, the baiterics being at an 
elevation of 50 and flO feet above tide 
water. Jiere, however, a large amount 
of concrete and stonework has been 
used to reenforce the walls of rock. 
The walls of tlie modern fortiiication 
are very broad and gradually incline 
from the summit to the base. 
They 
appear like mounds of earth with an 
inner coating of cement, but in tlieir 
construction thousands of y ards 
of 
broken stone and concrete are used for 
a single emplacement. 
The modern 
fort is con St meted more below than 
above ground, the magazines, quar­ 
ters for the artillery men, apparatus 
for elevating, sigh tin| and firing, and 
other machinerv being inclosed 
in 
V 
O 
water-tight casements often 12 to 15 
feet below the surface. 
As the sca- 
coast guns of to-day can he discharged 
by electricity , if desired, there is lit­ 
tle need of exposure of the men, and 
most of the arun crew can remain un- 
(Icr cover and out of danirer.— Col­ 
lier's Wccklv.

DISEASE FROM BEANS. 


I S'srio us Sickness That May Be Caused 
by This Article o f Diet. 


The latest article cf diet to have its 
character impeached is the common 
bean, wliicli Pvthagoras su warmlv 
recommejided, and wLich i.s said to 
be the favorite food of some com­ 
munities in our republic. 
Dr. (flpri- 
ani has just published on the subject 
a book wbifii, noiwithstamiing his 
Italian name, is written in (b-riuan, 
and of which an analy sis h given in 
La Aval lire. 
Jiis work, W(‘ arc tedd, is 
tliC re-nh of no slight stmiv and ul)- 
nervation, and is thertforc i-niiilfd to 
lespeciful attention. 
He aemN s the 
bean, v.diiedi has le-ng been thought 
so liarmless ai.d nourishing, of caus­ 
ing a malady by liO m(‘aiis infrequent 
to which lie gives the name iabi?mus. 
According to him, it is not the beans 
tlicmselves whicli are ]ioisonoii>, but 
microbes whicli exist in tiie interior of 
the bean. In iliat case we liave to deal 
wiUi an infectious disease. 
Fabisnnis can be contracted in two 
way s; through 
llie resjiiratory 
ap- 
])aratu5 and through the digestive ap­ 
paratus. 
In the tir.-t case the malady 
appears 
011 inhaling the emanations 
from bean flowers. In the oilier cases 
it is ])roduced by 
swallowing 
the 
beans themselves, 
ddie (inanations 
from tlie flowers received in ])assin"-a 
i 
O 
i an iield are not alway s ])oisonous, 
that dcjiending upon the season and 
the condition of the jiersens who in­ 
hale them. 
Fabismus appears espLcially when 
one has eaten raw Ixans; but oven 
dried and cooked beans may luing on 
the malady . 
If some of tlie lieans 
which have made a person ill are 
given to a guinea pig, the animal also 
heeomcs ill. 
Of course, if the cooked 
beans have been exposed to a licat 
suilicient to kill the microbes, the 
danger is eliminated. 
Feeble persons-— the neurasthenic 
—especially nervouswomen, arc more 
disposed than others to be jioisoncd 
by bean flowers. .Most of all docs the 
poison iniluence those who liave dis- 
orJercd stomachs. A first attack p.re- 
disjmscs a second one. 
Tiic ])rogre?s of tlie malady is rapid. 
Ip the case of rvqiiratory fabismns it 
culminates at liic end r f from two to 
five hours in a violent ( hill, followed 
by a ikn er, a litlh‘ licadaclic, insomnia 
ami prostrati« Ul. 
In some caso^ tlie 
fi.'vcr is so liigli that the tiaiiLiit is 
oblig d to gi> to i)id. 
b'inally — but 
liappiiy very rarely --tlic few r brings 
on a comatose stale, which, in 
*21 
hours, ends in dtaili. 
In ordinary 
cases, tlip fever di.-an pears a tr n e c n d 
of five day s, after abundant sweats. 
In digestive fiihimus, the progress 
of the- malady is the -ame, with this
